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[Abstract]

Object: The present invention relates to a concentrated constant isolator 
formed as an isolator with a termination resistance connected to one of three 
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ports of a concentrated constant circulator. An object of the present invention is 
to allow reduction in cost and size, and an improvement in performance with 
higher output and higher efficiency, in a high frequency high output amplifier 
device including a super high frequency high output amplifier and a 
concentrated constant isolator which are cascade connected. 

Structure: The present invention is characterized in that a capacitance value of 
a capacitor connected to a first terminal of a concentrated constant circulator is 
set to a larger value than each of capacitance values of capacitors connected to a 
second terminal (output terminal) and a third terminal, respectively, and that 
one end of an inductor is connected to the first terminal and the other end of the 
inductor serves as an input terminal. 
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
